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Bus Riders Pack Council Room 
To Fight for their Bus Routes 


At 8 p.m. on Monday, Novem- 
ber 17, a C2 bus was scheduled 
to stop at Crescent and Garden- 
way in front of Roosevelt Cen- 
ter. At 8:20 an R12 bus had a 
scheduled stop on the other side 
of the same intersection. Most 
of the passengers on these two 
buses probably were unaware that 
at that very time the fate of these 
two lines was being debated in 
the council room of the brick 
Municipal Building only a block 
away. 

But many Greenbelt residents 
did. Around 30 people, many of 
whom being a part of an “amor- 
phous group” as it was repeatedly 
called, attended the city council’s 
work session on Transportation 
Land-Use Connections (TLC) 
and Prince George’s County’s 
controversial Transportation Ser- 
vice and Operations Plan (TSOP) 
which could eliminate parts of 
the R12 and the C2 bus routes. 
Also attending were City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin, three 
representatives from the county, 
including Brian Madison repre- 
senting County Councilmember 
Ingrid Turner, and Victor Weiss- 
berg, special assistant to the di- 
rector for the Department of Pub- 
lic Works and Transportation. 

The TSOP was introduced 
earlier this year just after Coun- 
cilmember Konrad Herling helped 
secure a Council of Govern- 
ments grant for another study 


If You Want to Work at 
Education, Persistence 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) 
has a bit of a mystique. For 
anyone who’s seen the movie 
“Apollo 13” and remembers the 
famous line, “Houston, we have 
a problem,” there’s that wonder 
about and admiration of a group 
of people who have more educa- 
tion and degrees than most of us 
can imagine. 

Who are the people who work 
for NASA? How did they get 
there? What is it like and what 
does it take to enter that world? 
I spoke with three highly edu- 
cated young men who work at 
the NASA Goddard Space Flight 
Center in Greenbelt about their 
jobs and asked how they got 
them. 

Read on for some insider tips 
on getting in at NASA: 

Tip One: Follow the money 

and the right people. 

Matt Smith’s path to NASA 
began while he was a gradu- 
ate student at the University of 
Maryland working on a project 
in the Geography Department

of transportation in Greenbelt. 
The consulting firm was Vanasse 
Hangen Brustlin, Inc. The study, 
Maximizing Transit Opportuni- 
ties, evaluates the existing service 
provided in the city in addition to 
existing and future transit needs 
to identify if there are opportuni- 
ties to make improvements that 
will result in better service in 
the city. 

Terri Hruby, assistant plan- 
ning director, delivered a digital 
presentation explaining the study 
to council. She presented the 
first part of the report — focus- 
ing on existing service — while 
acknowledging that most of the 
public interest centered on the 
recommendations. Changes are 
proposed by the county to Metro- 
bus routes C2, R12, and T14 and 
TheBus route 11. 

Hruby referred attendees to 
the city’s website to inspect the 
correspondence between the city 
and the county on this issue. 
She characterized the county’s 
position as one where Greenbelt 
wouldn’t “end up with a reduc- 
tion of service but with equal or 
enhanced service.” 

Citizen Comments 

The audience listened respect- 
fully to Hruby’s presentation, but 
before she could finish, a line 
had formed at the microphone for 
citizen comments. 

Greenbelt resident Anna 
Socrates said that the C2, upon

mainly funded through NASA. 
According to Smith, “There’s a 
pretty big collaboration [between 
the University of Maryland and 
NASA]. People are going back 
and forth all the time.” Career- 
wise Smith remarked he “always 
looked to working at NASA as a 
possibility.” 

As for other job opportunities, 
geographers can work for engi- 
neering firms or for the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency as con- 
sultants. “There are some busi- 
ness-sector jobs but not many,” 
he explained. 

There are also opportunities 
for geographers working for the 
government in intelligence, such 
as with the CIA, the National 
Geospatial-Intelligence Agency 
or the military. However, “all 
require a security clearance and 
sacrifice in terms of privacy,” 
Smith added. 

When a spot opened up at 
NASA on a project in the same 
field as one he was working on 
at Maryland, Smith was noti- 
fied of it through a friend from 





which she relies, was “not just a 
line on the map but a lifeline.” 

John Stith, a member of the 
amorphous group, spoke authori- 
tatively, saying he had spent 
some time rearranging the routes 
to improve service at no addition- 
al cost. He had submitted plans 
to both the city and the county 
prior to the meeting. Weissberg 
privately thanked Stith when he 
returned to his seat and compli- 
mented him on his proposals. 
The two exchanged cards. 

Later when Hruby mentioned 
a “transit coordinator” to over- 
see the various agencies respon- 
sible for public transportation in 
Greenbelt, other attendees pointed 
at Stith from their seats. Another 
person publicly urged both the 
city and the county to listen to 
Stith’s comments and Mayor 
Judith Davis, laughing, referred 
to him in connection with the 
coordinator position. “My two- 
year-old is my transit situation,” 
Stith said, demurring. 

Terry Umzetti referred to the 
high price and eventual shortage 
of oil and the environmental cri- 
sis, Saying, “We’re in the stage of 
meteorologists warning about Ka- 
trina.”” Umzetti, like many others, 
presented public transportation in 
Greenbelt as a moral issue. 

Citizens and council agreed 
on the need for a city circulator

The original resolution from 
1921 called for observances “in 
all communities . . . and to secure 
the cooperation and support of the 
public.”

Legislative Caucus Rallies 
For Purple Line Creation

Despite setbacks in state fund- 
ing, Prince George’s County dele- 
gate Tawanna Gaines, who chairs 
the state House Appropriations 
Subcommittee on Transportation 
and the Environment, is tak- 
ing action to strengthen federal 
support for the Purple Line by 
co-founding the Purple Line Leg- 
islative Caucus, which is holding 
rallies to educate citizens about 
the light-rail’s proposed value 
for Prince George’s County com- 
muters. 

At a press conference at New 
Carrollton on November 14, 
Montgomery County delegate 
Bill Bronrott and Gaines, a repre- 
sentative from District 22 which 
includes Greenbelt, advocated 
for the caucus and stressed the 
importance of the east-west light 
railway for low-income citizens. 

The November 14 rally fol- 
lows an October 24 conference 
where Maryland Transportation 


Secretary John Porcari joined 
the two delegates to announce 
the caucus’s formation and it 
precedes the first of four Purple 
Line hearings in Prince George’s 
County. 

Transit Option 

The Purple Line is a proposed 
speedy transit option that would 
run 16 miles inside and parral- 
lel to the Beltway and link the 
Bethesda, Silver Spring, Takoma 
Park, College Park and New Car- 
rollton suburbs. 

Prince George’s County is one 
of the most transit dependent and 
ethnically diverse populations in 
Maryland and state and county 
officials, including Greenbelt 
Mayor Judith Davis, have almost 
unanimously advocated for the 
Purple Line. 

“We have formed the Purple 
Line Legislative Caucus to unify

WSSC Issues Holiday 


Grease Disposal Plea 

The Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) 
asks that after people have eaten 
their Thanksgiving meal and 
before the tryptophan kicks in, 
everyone should take a few mo- 
ments to properly dispose of 
all the greasy cooking remnants 
from the holiday feast, including 
meat fats, oils, shortening, butter, 
margarine, food scraps, sauces 
and dairy products. 

When grease goes down the 
drain, it collects in the pipes, 
hardens and next the back-ups 
begin. Sewage ends up in the 
basement, which can lead to 
costly plumbing problems for 
homeowners. Grease blockages 
also cause manholes to overflow, 
sending sewage into streams and 
ultimately to the Chesapeake 
Bay. These situations pose a 
public health risk and hurt the 
environment. 

WSSC suggests the follow- 
ing tips: 

¢ Pour cooled grease into cans 
and dispose of it in the trash; 

¢ Never pour grease down 
sinks or toilets; 

¢ Scrape grease and food 
scraps into the trash; 

¢ Put baskets or strainers in 
sinks to catch food scraps and 
empty them in the trash. 

As well, some de-greasing 
products may simply pass block- 
ages down the line and cause 
problems elsewhere; and home 
garbage disposals do not pro- 
tect the plumbing system from 
grease.

Hay K. Lee Is Called “Social 
Director” of Aquatic Center

It’s a little after 
6 o’clock on Mon- 
day morning and 87- 
year-old Hay K. Lee, 
Sr., wearing a Brew 
Crew T-shirt and car- 
rying a modest gym 
bag, walks into the 
Greenbelt Aquatic 
and Fitness Center. 
Lee, the social direc- 
tor, is ready to make 
connections. Lee’s 
workout is one part 
fitness, two parts social as he 
busily introduces members and 
regales them as usual with news 
and updates about each other. 

“Cindy was a lawyer, one of 
the first female lawyers,” Lee 
tells a listener in a multi-part 
oral history about one of his pool 
mates. Lee is also an avid “clip- 
per’; he saves newspaper articles 
for just the right would-be reader. 
“Don’t forget to read that article 
about bad bosses,” he reminds 
one of his clan, sounding like a 
PR agent for a Big Four firm, 
sans a Big Four ego. 

“He talks to everybody. He’s 
a real diplomat,” says Virgin- 
ia McCauley, a Goddard Space 
Flight Center contractor and friend 
who volunteers her time help- 
ing Lee. “He remembers nearly 
everybody’s name and what they 
do .. . and he opens up the pool 
to everybody; if it weren’t for him 
I wouldn’t know Beth and Beth 
wouldn’t know Jenny.” 

To the Greenbelt resident, the 
spa is a font of friendships and 
a regular destination since 1990 
when he and his wife, Lu Lee, 
moved here from Laurel. In 
1999 after she died, the Aquatic 
Center continued to provide him 
with friends of all generations. 

One member with a bedridden 
spouse had recently undergone 
hip replacement surgery. Lee 
and McCauley paid a visit, drop- 
ping off chicken from the Amish 
market. When “Clark Gable” 
(his nickname for a local actor) 
suffered a collapsed lung, Lee 
brought flowers and balloons to 
the hospital. “He wanted to take 
him stuff. That’s just how he is,” 
observes McCauley. 

One of his longest-running 
friendships is with fellow swim- 
mer and U.S. Navy Commander 
Beth Osborne. “He’s the bright 
spot of our day at the spa... 
we adore him,” says Osborne, 
who has known Lee for about a 
decade. 

“T saw her run in a couple of 
marathons,” boasts Lee, burst- 
ing with pride. Their friendship 
has garnered group road trips, 
like the Don Ho Show in Penn- 
sylvania, Chinese family dim

Be Nice 

Be nice to everybody is Lee’s 
mantra, which he is known to belt 
out in his exuberant trademark 
tone suggesting every minute is a 
gift. Fellow swimmer Jack Katz 
concurs. “He always has that big 
friendly hello. And it makes you 
feel good in the morning. He 
has a youthful attitude about all 
of life. He just seems excited 
about living, which is really fun 
to be around,” says Katz. 

“He makes conversation with 
everybody and anybody,” Aquatic 
Center Manager Stephen Parks 
observes. “His biggest thing is if 
you’re a new person, be prepared 
to be interviewed. Give him all 
the information and he’ll remem- 
ber it to a tee.” 

Cindy Rosenberg was a new- 
comer whom Lee welcomed, 
even accompanying her shopping. 
“He’s very generous...he used 
to go with me or let me use his 
card [when I didn’t have mine] 
so I could buy things at Costco,” 
gushes Rosenberg, adding, “He 
introduced me to so many people 
I now know.” 

Lee was born in Washington, 
D.C., but spent about six years of 
his childhood in a farming village 
in Hoisin, China. It was there, 
in the early 1930s, that he started 
swimming in the village pond. 
“Once you learn how to breathe 
it’s very easy. I used to go for 
long distances,” Lee reminisces. 

After moving to Buffalo, N.Y., 
as a teenager in 1935, he joined 
the YMCA to take up swimming 
there. But his roots have always 
been here in the D.C. area. Be- 
fore he was born (on November 
10, 1921), his grandfather owned 
a laundry next to Ford’s Theatre, 
and at Fort Myer Lee served as 
an Army chauffeur during World 
War II. 

Lee accelerated his swimming 
regimen when he retired from 
Goddard Space Flight Center as 
chief engineer of the power plant

“Boy in the Striped Pajamas” 


The Boy in the Striped Pajamas is Shmuel, a child in a con- 
centration camp who is befriended by Bruno, the son of the 
camp’s commandant. The story is told from Bruno’s point of 
view, with his sometimes limited understanding of what he is 
seeing. For example, the camp is never explicitly identified — the 
viewers and Bruno know it only as “Out-with” and Bruno thinks 
his dad works for “the Fury.” 

Director Mark Herman aimed to stay true to John Boyne’s 
book of the same title on which the movie is based; Herman and 
Boyne wrote the screenplay together. While the main character 
is only nine years old, the book was written for “young adults” 
and the movie is rated PG-13 for mature themes. Many of the 
actors are making their debut in this film, but Harry Potter fans 
will recognize David Thewlis, who plays Bruno’s father, from his 
portrayal of Remus Lupin.

Greenbelter Malkin 


In Post Column 

Sunday’s column by Washing- 
ton Post columnist Marc Fisher 
is worth a read. His subject, 
former Greenbelter Leon Malkin, 
98, quotes lines from a poem he 
wrote: “When winter comes and 
harsh winds blow, we mortals are 
like leaves on a tree that wither 
and fall away.”

for the working man.” 

He and his wife live in Lei- 
sure World. ‘““We moved to Lei- 
sure World waiting to die,’” 
Fisher quotes Malkin. “Then, he 
didn’t.” Malkin’s current project 
is “to reread Gibbon’s Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire, 
which Malkin says he ‘took 
up again because I think that’s 
what’s happening to us now.’” 

Too bad Malkin had to move 
out; Greenbelt lost an interesting 
resident.

Animal Control took one cat 
into custody and arranged for one 
cat and two dogs to be adopted.

Prince George’s and Montgomery 
Counties and assert our combined 
clout and influence in Annapolis 
and within our respective commu- 
nities and districts to ensure this 
project’s timely and favorable con- 
sideration, high priority treatment 
by the state and ultimate funding 
approval by the Federal Transit 
Administration,” said Gaines at 
the October 24 conference. In 
September, the Maryland Transit 
Administration slashed funding 
for the Purple Line, which is es- 
timated to cost up to $1.6 billion, 
by more than $25 million over a 
six-year period. 

Since then, continuing devel- 
opment of the Purple Line has 
seesawed. State transportation 
budgets in Prince George’s County 
have become scant after funding 
for the Intercounty Connector, 
Route 1 improvements and Metro 
station renovations have spread 
state resources thin. 

Federal Funding? 

To alleviate the monetary bur- 
den, the caucus will try to shift 
some of the financial responsibility 
for the project from the state to 
the federal government. Gaines 
said that the caucus is going to 
lobby for a federal earmark to re- 
place the funds cut by the state. 

However, many transportation 
projects are competing for a slim 
amount of federal funds. Federal 
law requires that the Purple Line’s 
sponsors consider the possible 
impact on the environment and 
the existing transit system that the 
light rail would have. For ex- 
ample, developing the Purple Line 
would mean eliminating three to 
12 residential neighborhoods and 


running the railway through al- 
ready existing neighborhoods, 
leaving many residents worried 
about noise and the system’s ef- 
fects on the neighborhoods’ char- 
acter. 

To alleviate some of the nega- 
tive effects the Purple Line would 
have, sponsors have considered 
making it a bus-rapid transit. As a 
bus system, the Purple Line would 
be less obtrusive and slightly more 
cost efficient. However, the bus 
system 1s less attractive to many 
Purple Line sponsors because it 
would significantly increase the 
end-to-end travel time, which with 
the light-rail system is projected to 
be 50 minutes at an average speed 
of 19 miles per hour. 

Although the caucus does not 
think federal funding is a sure 
thing, it is highly optimistic that 
the government will see the need 
for an inexpensive east-west light- 
rail transit option. 

A Priority 
“You have to have a priority 
of what you want,” Gaines said. 
“The funding would come from 
the government and the Purple 
Line 1s a priority for them.” 

Gaines said that the east-west 
option is necessary if Prince 
George’s and Montgomery Coun- 
ties are going to remain accessible 
Washington suburbs, adding that 
the transit way will “help low- 
income people get back and forth 
to work,” facilitate social involve- 
ment within communities and keep 
cars off the road. 

In a mid-October letter to 
Porcari, Davis petitioned for the 
Purple Line on the Greenbelt City 
Council’s behalf. While trying 


to dissuade Porcari from fund- 
ing the ICC, she wrote that the 
Purple Line was one of the major 
projects that “would have posi- 
tive impacts on the transportation 
situation.” 

Davis, along with other may- 
ors and councilmembers from 
New Carrollton, Riverdale Park,

attended the rally to show support 
for the Purple Line. 

At the October 24 confer- 
ence, Porcari called the caucus 
a “real milestone” that will put 
the Purple Line in a “very strong 
position to compete [for] federal 
funding.”

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bus route, which Mayor Davis 
said the city had been considering 
creating before the county’s The- 
Bus started running. She said the 
city may still consider creating its 
own circulator line. 

The meeting illustrated the 
complexities surrounding mod- 
ern transportation. In addition 
to concerns about fuel and the 
environment, the recent economic 
downturn colored the tone of the 
meeting. On the one hand, many 
thought the economic situation 
would create a greater need for 
public transportation as fewer 
could afford to drive. On the 
other hand, state, county and 
city also face great economic 
challenges that make increased 
service difficult. 

Both Mayor Davis and Weiss- 
berg stressed that there would 
be public hearings before any 
changes went through. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens encouraged the amor- 
phous group to attend hearings, 
saying that the Prince George’s 
County Council gets sick of 
hearing from politicos at those 
meetings, “but they love hearing 
from citizens.”

Your Greenbelt Specialists CX 
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Three Arts Organizations 
Showcase Their Works

The second-ever Art Walk, 
sponsored by three organiza- 
tions around Roosevelt Center, 
took place on Thursday, October 
16. New Deal Café, Greenbelt 
Arts Center (GAC) and Green- 
belt Community Center teamed 
up once again to offer a variety 
of art, performances and sneak 
peeks of things to come for the 
Greenbelt community. 

Supported by the Friends of 
New Deal Café Arts, all three 
organizations collaborated to of- 
fer guests a unique experience 
at each stop on the walk, said 
Kristen Stenson, arts coordinator 
for New Deal Cafe. 

The theme at New Deal, 
“Works in Progress,” was an op- 
portunity for the average person 
to see the variety of ways an 
artist can accomplish one thing, 
said Stenson. The show included 
everything involved in the artistic 
process from sketches to the final 
product. 

At the show local artist John 
Drago spoke about the theme and 
“Impulse,” his most recent con- 
tribution to the New Deal Café 
wall. “The viewer can get more 
out of a piece if they see where 
it came from,” said Drago; “with 
my piece it was a process where 
I let myself go one night and cre- 
ated something distinctive from 
my other work.” 

Kimberly Keys Stark of Green- 
belt had a work entitled “Hope 
and Unity for Barack Obama” 
on display beside a preliminary 
sketch of the same piece. “I do 
arts and crafts but crafts usually 
sell better,” said Stark, who also 
had campaign buttons for sale. 

The visual experience at New 
Deal Café was complemented 
by the sounds of John Guernsey 
playing jazz standards on the 
piano. 

Arts Center Tour 

For their portion of the walk, 
volunteers at GAC offered several 
treats in the spirit of the upcom- 
ing Halloween season. Visitors 
could first get an intimate back- 
stage tour from Bill Jones, a 
volunteer producer, director and 
actor depending on which produc- 
tion one is asking about. Also on 
hand was Norma Ozur, president 
of GAC. 

“With six productions this 
year and five scheduled for next 
year, the center is always look- 
ing for ways to raise funds such 
as the current raffles for cruise 
getaways,” said Ozur. The Arts 
Center also offers kids pro- 
grams led by Chris Cherry in the 
spring. 

After the tour guests could 
get a look behind the scenes at 
what a rehearsal looks like as the 
group geared up for its perfor- 
mance of the cult classic “The 
Rocky Horror Show,” which pre- 
miered October 31 on Halloween 
at midnight. The black box style 
theater puts the audience right 


on top of the action, which is a 
plus for actor Steve Backus, who 
will play Brad in the upcoming 
“Rocky.” “What I like is the 
intimacy of the audience during 
each performance,” he said. 

At the final stop of the Art 
Walk, Greenbelt Community 
Center offered several different 
artistic mediums and a sneak 
peek of its own. In the audio- 
video room George Kochell was 
showing a world premiere of 
three Chris Lynn short films 
that would be part of the Utopia 
Film Festival. 

“Chris Lynn makes experi- 
mental videos that juxtapose 
cityscapes and landscapes with 
non-narrative, ambient sound,” 
said Kochell. The Utopia Film 
Festival took place the weekend 
of October 24 to 26, where films 
were screened at the Community 
Center and GAC as well as other 
locations around Greenbelt. 

Dickenson Works 

Another artist on display at 
the Community Center was Me- 
lissa Dickenson of Baltimore. 
She has a wide audience with 
her work being displayed in 
the Baltimore Museum of Art, 
the Rodger Lapelle Galleries in 
Philadelphia, Thinkspace Galler- 
ies in California and D.C. and 
Youkobo Art Space in Tokyo, 
Japan. 

“This series, ‘Fauna,’ is an 
investigation into the unique 
surfaces of Awa-Washi (hand- 
made Japanese paper) on which 
I paint and stitch,” said Dick- 
enson. The series was made 
in 2007 when she was studying 
in Shikoku, the smallest of the 
Japanese islands. 

Accompanying Dickenson in 
her gallery was singer-songwriter 
Maureen Andary who performed 
original songs and jazz standards 
on guitar and ukulele. 

Some locals came out to the 
Art Walk just to see the work 
of their neighbors who are en- 
rolled in the Community Center 
Journey Program. “I thought it 
was a nice thing to do, get folks 
out to see some art. It’s a great 
idea,” said Manula Fortenberry. 

Program head Nicole DeWald, 
along with the residents of the 
Journey Program, have an open 
house the first Sunday of every 
month. 

“The mission is to engage 
the broader community,” said 
DeWald. “Artists put their 
heart and soul into their work 
and each one leads a community 
hands-on project for one open 
house a year.” During one such 
open house luminaries will be 
made by community members 
for the festival of lights in De- 
cember. 

For more events at the New 
Deal Café check out the website 
www.newdealcafe.com.

After that, Community Center 
members volunteered to drive 
him to the spa, most of all Mc- 
Cauley who takes him three times 
a week. 

But the community outpour- 
ing doesn’t stop there. The lat- 
est offering? Art work. Lee’s 
daughter-in-law Debbie Lee found 
a Chinese wind chime in need of 
sprucing up. McCauley suggested 
to Round House Theatre scenic 
artist Jenny Cockerham that she 
paint it. The result was a weeks- 
long project in which Cockerham 
painstakingly rendered images by 
hand to each of the chimes’ 10 
panels. “I think he is probably one 
of the sweetest, most open people I 
have ever met,” asserts Cockerham. 
“He doesn’t hesitate to say hello 
and get your name and a little bit 
about you, which is why everybody 
knows everybody and we’ve be- 
come a big family.” 

Lee sees Cockerham’s art work 
every morning hanging near his 
Schwinn Airdyne. “I thought it 
would be one color but she put 
real art work on it,” says a de- 
lighted Lee. It took her as long 
as three hours to complete each 
panel, sporting clouds and ladybugs 
and a host of whimsical touches in 
miniature. “Jenny does the butter- 
fly stroke like nobody’s business,” 
Lee adds. 

An Inspiration 

Another member, Bounheng 
Inversin, has invited Lee to many 
Laotian cultural events. “He’s an 
inspiration, coming to the pool and 
being so generous with his time 
and so cheerful everyday,” she 
says. “He’s a super dude.” 

Over the years Lee’s friends 
have assisted him in a variety of 
other ways that he could never 
have imagined. Goddard contractor 
John Westberg “fixes everything. 
You name it, he can fix it,” says 
Lee. “He fixes my chair, the car, 
the garage door, the video tape 
holder . . . he does everything .. . 
I’m always happy to see him.” 

“We love him. Everybody loves 
Lee,” says John. “He is the social 
center of our aquatics gathering 
every morning.” 

For Lee’s 85th birthday friends 
and family gathered at a luncheon 
at Hollywood East in Wheaton. 
Dozens attended, including Green- 
belt’s Mayor Judith Davis, a fitting 
appearance since, in addition to his 
being social director, many refer to 
Lee as pool mayor. 

On this day, after nearly an 
hour of limbering up in the 
190,000-gallon heated pool and 
soaking in the nearby hot tub, Lee 
has completed his workout. But 
still it takes another 20 minutes 
for him to make his way back to 
the lobby. After all, there are al- 
ways more connections to make.

Smith had to pass “a pretty thor- 
ough federal background investi- 
gation” but did not have to obtain 
an official security clearance. 

Smith, now a research scien- 
tist, works on a project measuring 
data collected from certain parts 
of Africa by NASA-launched 
satellites to help determine “risk 
areas” for Rift Valley Fever, a 
disease the Department of De- 
fense believes could be used as a 
biological weapon. 

As for the work culture at 
NASA, Smith remarked, “I like 
the feeling that I’ve escaped the 
corporate world. It’s informal 
enough that what you do be- 
comes second nature. My attitude 
doesn’t change much between my 
work day and my normal day.” 

According to Smith, working 
at NASA is “definitely cool.” 
“In my field I can’t imagine any 
other place that would be as 
nice, 

Tip Two: Be doggedly 
persistent and exploit 
every opportunity. 

Joe Nigro, who has bachelor’s 
and master’s degrees in archeo- 
logical science and anthropology 
respectively, said he had to “jump 
through hoops” to get a position 
at NASA. 

He was working on a tempo- 
rary contract at NASA. When 
that job ended, he sought some- 
thing else at the agency but no 
Openings were then available. 
But he co-taught a class for sci- 
entists at NASA and took the op- 
portunity to pass out his resumé 
with the syllabus. 

Nigro’s advice is to be patient. 
It took two years from the time 
he first made contact with people 
at NASA to when he started 
working there, he said. 

Be Persistent 

Nigro says to be persistent, 
as he was: “Contact someone [at 
NASA]. They’re really nice. If 
there’s money [for a certain proj- 
ect where you may be needed] 
and if you prove you’re compe- 
tent,” you have a shot, he added. 
Take any opportunity to get in- 
volved at NASA, even if it’s as 


a volunteer. Nigro said he even 
played on the volleyball team 
at Goddard. He advised to get 
involved in field work — field 
work provides “good bonding 
situations.” 

“It’s all about exposure and 
knowledge,” Nigro declared. 

Tip Three: Get extremely 

educated. 

Mike Koss, a graduate re- 
searcher at Goddard who is pur- 
suing a Ph.D. in astronomy at the 
University of Maryland, said he 
wanted to work at NASA when 
he moved to the D.C. area but 
found it was difficult to do with 
just a bachelor’s degree. NASA 
places “a lot of emphasis on edu- 
cation level,” Koss explained. 

Some are able to get into 
NASA with less than a master’s 
degree but generally, he said, you 
need to get a graduate degree 
if you want to work in science 
long term. 

However, even a master’s de- 
gree might not be enough: “There 
are people who do a lot of great 
stuff at NASA who have a mas- 
ter’s but it helps a lot if you have 
a Ph.D. 

As a result, he decided to 
pursue a Ph.D. and applied to the 
University of Maryland, in part 
because of its proximity to the 
Goddard Space Flight Center. In 
his application he mentioned that 
he wanted to work for NASA and 
was fortunate to receive a fellow- 
ship that NASA offers through 
the university. 

Koss was able to take ad- 
vantage of a mutually beneficial 
relationship between Goddard and 
the University of Maryland: “The 
real benefit for me is that NASA 
really needs graduate students to 
do work and I’m fortunate to be 
at Maryland and very close to a 
NASA center.” 

Working at NASA, he has the 
opportunities to work on projects 
that universities might not of- 
fer. And at NASA you get to be 
“kind of your own boss.” 

They’re very interested in you 
being excited about your re- 
search.
